NO TRAFFIC TO SAUDI VIA MARS 
PLEASE !! 


The directors of all three MARS 
services (Army, Air Force and Navy/ 
Marine Corps MARS) have issued 
repeated bulletins within MARS 
channels which emphatically state 
that traffic from CONUS to the 
Desert Shield Area of Responsibility 
(AOR) IS NOT TO BE ACCEPTED, due to 
lack of stations in the AOR, limited 
local-dissemination routes, and an 
inability to trace the massive array 
of units constantly on the move. 

That traffic which ends up being 
refiled from Amateur Radio to MARS 
ends up becoming part of a massive 
backlog of undeliverable messages 
which are swamping the MARS relay 
stations on the East Coast. 

The best means to reach 
military members stationed in the 
AOR is a properly addressed letter 
to the appropriate APO/FPO address. 
Military postal units are the only 
people with the ability to reliably 
route communications to the units/ 
people addressed.

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ONE HAM's CONCERN ABOUT.... 
WILL WE LOSE THE 440 NEXT ? 


220 to 222 was lost in part to 
lack of use (see FCC NPRM regarding 
allocation to UPS land mobile) and 
need for alternative technologies 
(AACSB which has yet to surface). 
The FCC used the repeater guide as 
evidence of lack of use. 

The pressure for more efficient 
spectrum usage will grow, not de- 
cline. Looking at the repeater guide 
for Southern California, it is quite 
apparent that the frequencies have 
been "privatized" and are often used 
very little, aside from inter-com 
usage between close friends. 

Were I to ask my local Con- 
gressional representatives to pro- 
tect 440 from reallocation, to what 
would I turn as evidence of "effi- 
cient" use or even open use by the 
amateur community? Clearly I would 
have to hide the local repeater dir- 
ectory, as it sends a clear signal 
to anyone who reads it, 430 to 450 
is either unused, or private. 

It is simply unconscionable to 
protect the number of private and 
closed repeaters, for the benefit of 
a few amateurs, many of whom only 
use these 440 repeaters when someone 
else attempts to erect a system on 
that same frequency. Then activity 
grows,to the point of linking a busy 
2-meter repeater through a remote 
receiver to jam the newcomer. Don't 
think it's beyond belief, it's 
happened a number of times, to a 
number of people. 

We have SCRBBA that will not 
list repeater locations for whatever 
reason is at the time expedient. 
First, "we don't want to divulge the 
location... there's been a lot of 
theft" or "we don't want to divulge 
the location, or else people would 
start coordinating themselves" etc. 

220 Mhz was a loss, to be sure. 
440 is a lot larger band, and com- 
mercial services are only a few Mhz 
away. Were I to guess what's next in 


the list of lost frequencies, I'd 
put my money on 440 as our next 
loss. Why? Because of greed, priva- 
tization, secrecy, the "old boys" 
network, and yes, stupidity. ft 
doesn't take a rocket scientist to 
figure out that we have more people 
with frequency needs than we have 
frequencies. 

The FCC could put a scanner 
(they have real nice ones that can 
provide histograms of frequency 
usage over time) on 440 to 450, and 
make a very good case, that it's 
more spectrum than Amateurs can use. 
Then they'll look to the repeater 
guide, and conclude rightly that if 
we have room for all these private 
and closed repeaters, the band must 
be too big. What do you think?
